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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: The phrase "the light 
guiding portion being less than 2 mm (lines 8-9)'' is unclear to the examiner. It appears that the 
phrase indicates the thickness of the light guiding portion. Further, the phrase "the lighting 
member faces the reflecting member (line 1 1)" is unclear to the examiner. It is assumed that the 
lighting member's front faces the reflecting member. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinar)' skill in the art to which said subject matter peilains. Patcntiibility shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1, 3, 7-10 and 12-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Yu et al, (US 2005/0030729 Al) in view of Tsai (US 2004/0125590). 

Re claim 1 : Yu discloses the claimed guide light plate having a lighting member (24), at least 
one reflection portion (21) having at least one reflection face (255), a transmitting face (221) 
connecting to the reflection face (255), and at least one slot (254) being concave on the 
transmitting face and receiving the lighting member (24); a reflecting member (21) covering the 
reflection portion; and a predetermined shaped light-guiding portion (22) connecting the 
transmitting face (221) for providing a displaying region thereon; wherein the light-guiding 
portion (22) locates behind the lighting member's back (24), which the lighting member faces the 
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reflecting member (255), and dispose in the slot (254) of the reflection portion. Yu does not 
disclose that the thickness of the light guiding portion is less than 2mm. Tsai teaches that the 
thickness of the light guide plate is generally 1mm to 10 mm (Paragraph 0023). Therefore, the 
thickness of Tsai' s light guide could be less than 2 mm. It would have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to make the thickness of Yu's light 
guide plate being less than 2 mm in order to provide a small thickness light guide plate at a low 
cost. 

Re claims 3 and 13: Yu discloses the reflection face is shaped like an arc or a parabola, where the 
lighting member is located on a focus of the parabola for the light transferring parallel after 
reflecting by the reflection face. 

Re claims 7 and 9-10: Yu's reflecting member (255)covers one side of the light guiding portion 
(221). 

Re claims 8 and 12: Yu's light-guiding portion is frame shaped or plane shaped (See 22 in Fig. 

1). 

4. Claims 1-2, 5-6 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Wu (US 6,481, 130 Bl) in view of Tsai (US 2004/0125590). 

Re claim 1 and 2: Wu discloses a light-inverse type guide light plate (Fig. 7) having a lighting 
member such as a LED (14), a reflection portion (32) having a reflection face (52), a transmitting 
face (35), a slot (36) for receiving the LED, a predetermined-shaped light-guiding portion (26). 
Wu dose not disclose that the thickness of the light guiding portion is less than 2mm. Tsai 
teaches that the thickness of the light guide plate is generally 1mm to 10 mm (Paragraph 0023). 
Therefore, the thickness of Tsai's light guide could be less than 2 mm. It would have been 
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obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to make the thickness 
of Yu's light guide plate being less than 2 mm in order to provide a small thickness light guide 
plate at a low cost. 

Re claims 5-6 and 1 1: Wu teaches that the pair of the reflecting faces (52 in Fig. 7) are connected 
each other at a predetermined angle (col. 4, lines 38 +). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claim 4 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

6. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The prior art of record does not disclose a light-inverse type guide light plate for a backlight 
module having at least one lighting member, and said lighting member comprising at least one 
reflection portion having at least one reflection face, a transmitting face connecting to the 
reflection face, and at least one slot being concave on the transmitting face and receiving the 
lighting member; a reflecting member covering the reflection portion; and a predetermined- 
shaped light-guiding portion connecting the transmitting face for providing a displaying region 
thereon, the thickness of said light guiding portion being less than 2 mm; wherein the light- 
guiding portion locates behind the lighting member's back, which the lighting member's front 
faces the reflecting member, wherein a pair of arc-shaped reflection faces is connected each 
other.
